A Bright Ovttoek—iMportaat Work 


Al«m« the Lwte-Btuamred Strike 
In B*dle-The Or* Advance—A 
Venerai "Boom" Looming lip

It has been many a month since the 


Bodie belt presented so blight and 
promising an outlook as'it does to-diy. 
The past-Winter has by no means been' 
a duU season; ft steady bullion produc- 
tion of about a quarter of a million per 
month has been sent out to enrich the 
stockholders in oar mines; in the town 
u6t one failure has occurred of more im- 
portance fhau a second-rate bourding- 
fiouse; and to-day we find ourselves 
with a vast amount of "dead work" 
performed iu the mines, and not a few 
of them nbout to open up bodies of 
rich ore known to exist. The Belvidere 
is entitled to the credit of starting the 
ball in motion this year, and .Superin- 
tendent Holmes is now opening out and 
developing the ore body discovered, by 
upraising, sinking and drifting. We do 
not think that the ruling quotations of 
thestouk^at prenont are equal to the 
amount of ore "in sight"—in other 
words, we believe that the company 
could at 'once proceed to milling and 
turn r>ut a greater u mount in dividends, 
than $3 50 per s'mio. Speaking of ore, 
it may not bo o;., o{ place to state that 
the Standard en. vmy racently crosscut 
their big wist u !j« on the 385-foot 
level, and found it t'i be 78 feet from 
wall to w.«ll, nil ». lunh grade ore except 
about 5 feet of ii"i ^ near the center of 
the vein.

It is believed 
that the Oro has the fine silver ledge 
which is known to exist in the Addenda, 
and which has heretofore been de- 
scribed in these columns, but in even 
in better form than the latter mine. A 
minor was in circulation yesterday that 
a rich strike had been made in Bodia. 
The rumor ran that the "middle winze" 
on the 435-foot level had, about 100 feet 
below the level, lost the ledge, and that 
it was not found again until two or three 
days ago when it was again encountered 
500 feet below the level. The fume un- 
veracious authority (Dame Kumoi) says 
that the ledge is 2% feet wide of clear 
ore that will average $200 per ton. We 
hope, and are inclined to believe that 
the report is true. A Free Press report- 
er made a feeble attempt to interview 
Superintendent Whitihg labt night but 
that cautious gentleman portend with 
no more particular information than 
that "stocks acted rcry curiously some- 
times," nnd that he (the superintend- 
tut/had always entertained gie.it confi- 
dence in the Bodiemiiie. This confi- 
dence, it may be said, is shared by a 
very large majority of the people of this 
section. The "boom," we believe, is 
fairly upon'us.

The litiga- 
tion in Wftshno conuty is so great as 
tbnt it ought to be set off from Onusby 
and Douglas oountiea. As we before 
remarked, the If gal business of all these 
comities is eiitirely too much for one 
Judge to attend to, let him be never BO 
/ealouh in tbe discharge of his dnty. 
All three'of the counties complain, and 
they have cause to do so. Agaiubt tbe 
presiding Judge we bitve not heard n 
word of reproach, but on tbe contrary 
all acknowledge him a worthy occupimt 
of the office. 


No man 'onghj to be asked nor expec- 


ted to do more than oae man's work, 
and especially no in a jndicial capacity. 
Ii is proper to pay attention to thia im- 
portant matter at this eurly day ia order 
to ascertain froin the newspapers of the 
several counties the ideas of the voters, 
and so that in tbe selection of legisla- 
tive candidates a divisioL of the district 
may be made a sine qno non. When 
the people of a whole district uiaj join 
in one complaint it becomes the dnty of 
legislators to pay attention to it, and it 
only requires the prest. to take tha 
matter h\ hand and keep it before the 
people.
